The second coach was entirely 
filied and one-hdlf the passengers were 
women. There were few. passengers in the 
sleepers and none of them were hurt. 
DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 

The train reached Ankenvtown about 5 
o’clock this morning but did not stop. <A 
freight-train going toward Newark had been 
backed up on a side track, and stood waiting 
for the passenger to. pass. The engine and 

tai-car passed the switchin safety, and 
believing it was all right the engineer pulled 
the throttle and the tram rushed forward 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour. An in- 
stant later the switch spread andthe ex- 
press-car dashed into the sidetrack. The 
coupling of the passenger engine and postal- 
car remained intact, and the baggage-car 
was pulled along  partiy on the 
main and partly on the side 
track, crashing sideways against the 
treight engine. The passenger engine and 
postal-car bécame loosened and dasned down 


nocked full of holes, torn from its trucks, 
and thrown in between the main and side 
tracks. The baggage-car was literally 
ground in pieces and stuffed into the boiler 
of the freight engine by the first passenger 
coach, which telescoped completely and was 
turned almost upside down upon the disabled 
treigut engine. The freight engine, 
baggage and smoking cars were pilea 
upon each other.

The second passenger coach was partly 
turned over and left diagonally across the 
track and almiost completely off its trucks.

A GREAT LAWSUIT SETTLED. 


Lowy-Cole-Smith Controversy’ Dis- 
missed in-the United States Court. 

Omauna, Neb., Sept. 14. — [Special.] — The 
celebrated Lowy-Cole-Smith case, which has 
been pending in the United States Court for 
some time, has been dismissed and the case 
has been settled on the decision rendered in 
the Cook County Court of Illinois. The pa- 
pers of dismissal were ‘filed m the United 
States Court last night, and stipulate that 
Daniel K. Teoney as trustee against Loyal L. 
Smith, Haiman/ Lowy, and Louise Cole’ is 
entitled to all the money—about $73,000— 
which is on deposit in the United States 
National Bank in this city to Lowy’s 
credit. This money is the proceeds of 
the receiver’s sale of the property 
included in the original petition 
in the case. The dismissal papers filed also 
waive and release all errors that may have 
occurred in the decree of the Suprefne Court 
ot Illinois in the case which was begun ‘the 
28th of May, 1888, and described in the peti- 
tion in the case of Daniel K Tenney. By the 
Illinois court decision Cole and Smith were 
allowed a judgment against Lowy for $117,- 
000, and the $73,000 on deposit here is applied 
toward the sati@ying of that judgment.

IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE INTER- 
STATE ACT. 


In amending the Inter-State act the House 
has put on record ite opinion that the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission has made the 
law a failure as far as it can, aed that other 
agencies must be looked to hereafter to se- 
eure the enforcement of the system of rail- 
road regulation prescribed by Congress, The 
House has determined to provide additional 
facilities for the execution of the law, not 
through the commission but through the 
courts, both State and Federal It has also 


§ set aside some of the mischievous rulings of 


the commussion so they will not stand as 
precedents for future decisions. 

In adopting Grosvenor’s amendment re- 
quiring equal rates per car-load on oil prod- 
ucts whether in tank-cars or in barreis the 
House overrules and reverses a decision 
made by the Cooley commission in favor. of 
the Standard Ou Trust monopoly less than 
sixty days ago. Tus TRisune at the time ex- 
' posed the enormous injustice of the special 
rates in favor of the tank-cars of the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust, and is glad to see the House 
acted so promptly in the matter. 

The most important amendment adopted 
by the House, however, was that offered by 
Anderson of Iowa. It looks to a radical 
change in the enforcement of the Inter-State 
act by giving ali Btate courts of competent 
jurisdiction concurrent authority with United 
States courts in the trial of cases against 
inter-State railroads for. violating the law. 
n 
new tribunals to hear and pass upon com- 
plaints of shippers. It would give farmers, 
stock-growers, merchants, and other ag- 
grieved shippers the right to appeal to their 
own local courts. It would insure in every 
case a “jury of the vicinage.”’ Appeals would 
go to the higher courts of the State and could 
not be taken to the Federal Supreme Court 
unless the matter in controversy exceeded 
$5,000 in value. A great majority of cases 
would thus be kept in the State courts and 
finally adjudicated there. 

Some of the States—notably lowa—have 
vainly endeavored to get local jurisdiction 
over inter-State roads by requiring them to 
become incorporated under the local laws. 
The Anderson amendment will give these 
States what they failed to secure for them- 
selves. There is doubtiess good reason for the 
strong desire in the West to have cases 
against railroads tried in the local courts of 
States where the offense or violation is com- 
mitted. The Federal courts are further re- 
moved from the people and litigation in these 
tribunals is tedious and expensive and fre- 
quently requires the plaintiff and his wit- 
| nesses to make long journeys from home to 
attend the trial. As it stands now a case is 
no sooner brought against an inter-State rail- 


the corporation moves to transfer 1t to the 
Federal tribunals. 

The House not only adopted the Anderson 
amendment but also the measure offered by 
Wilson of Minnesota giving State or Terri- 
torial Legislatures jurisdiction over the 
treights and fares of railroads chartered by 
Congress but which have built their lunes 
Into the territorial limits of States or Ter- 
ritories. This will give needed protection to 
Dakota, New Mexico, Arizona, Wyoming, 
Montana, Idaho, and Washington Territory.

THE ARKANSAS ELECTION FRAUDS YET 
UNPUNISHED. 


At the recent State election in Arkansas 
Pulaski County, in which Lattle Rock, the 
Capital; is situated, casta heavy majority 
against the Democratic State and county 
nominees.

That was all very well, 
but if it was sincere in t why has it not ad- 
vised the Governor, with whom it has much 
influence, to offer a suitable reward for the 
discovery and arrest of the villains who stole 
the returns? Why has not Gov. Hughes, in- 
stead of limiting himself to empty denuncia- 
tion, which accomplishes nothing, offered a 
reward of his own motion, without waiting 
to be asked todo so? Why, when both the 
Gazette and the Governor remain inactive, 
have not the leading Democrats ot iuattle 
Rock, who have had so much to say about 
this great crime, come forward and started a 
private subscription list so as to hunt up the 
criminals? 

They have not done so simply because they 
were not in earnest when they made all their 
virtuous remarks about their abhorrence of 
such fraud. They don't want to find and 
expose the ballot-box thieves. They were 
“laughing m their sleeves when they 
talked as they did. They never meant to do 
anything. They never meant anything 
should be done. They were glad the returns 
were stolen, because Confederates profited 
by the rascality.

Mr. Claveland repeats in his letter of ac- 
ceptance the sermon of the December mes- 
sage, but cites in only a vague, misleading 
way the original text, which was “ surplus, 
surplus, surplus.”

GOOD TIMES FOR WATER CRAFT. 
The water-carrying companies, both by lake 
and ocean, are unusually 


which few would have dared to predict a 
few weeks ago. All the available tonnage is 
profitably employed, and the ocean carriers 
are said to be chartered for several weeks 
ahead, while the prospect of immense grain 
quantities to be moved from Russia, has 
given a decided stimulus to shipbuilding. 
The notes about new vessels building on the 
lakes, recently published by Tun Tano, 
are far surpassed in magnitude by the news 
from ocean ports. About 200,000 tons was in 
course of construction on the Clyde at the 
beginning of the year. Three-fourths of that 
has since been launched, but the amount 
under way there is reported to be as great as 
ever, and the shipyards on the Mersey, the 
Tyne, and the Wear are also employed to 
their full capacity. Some fears are expressed 
that the work will be overdone, as in some 
former years, but the men concerned are full 
of confidence that the time for that has not 
arrived yet. They say the continuance of 
active shipbuilding for some months to come 
cannot more than meet the requirements of 
the carrying trade. Undoubtedly the prin- 
cipal railroad lines of the United States have 
before them the prospect of a good share in 
the carrying business, which is permitted by 
an immense yield of corn and some other 
crops in this country and demanded by the 
necessities of Europe. It will be their own 
fault if they do not receive a fair re- 
turn for the service. If they wouid 
abandon the costly machinery which finds its 
chief employmeat in collecting reports and 
making figures which lead to rate-cutting 
they would materially reduce expenses, 
while @ settling back upon the policy of 
charging a fair rate for good service would 
give to each as much patronage as it now gets 
and at a larger gross revenue. It should not 
be forgotten that the difficulties under which 
some of them are laboring are mostly the re- 
sult of their own unwise efforte to circum- 
vent the law, which forbids them to discrim- 
mate unfairly between persons and places 
for whom they perform the agt of transporta- 
tion, :

THEY USE ST. PAUL AS A CLUB TO 
FORCE PRICES DOWN, 


Stocks Freely Sold, Some of Them in Large 
Blocks—The Demand from London Was 
Good, Some Stocks Being Quoted at an 
Advance — St. Paul Directors Being 
Reuodly Cursed for Their Action in 
Passing the Dividend —R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Keport. | 

New York, Sept. 14.—[Special. ]—The open- 
ing at the Stock Exchange was quict, as 
compared with yesterday’s opening, bat still 
there was a large crowd of brokers present, 
and it would not have taken much to work 
up considerable excitement. To the surprise 
of everybody, however, the quotations from 

London showed a better feeling, some stocks 

especially being quoted higher than at last 

night’s closing, and the surprise at this 
knowledge was [ntensitied when’buying or- 
ders came over the cabie instead of orders to 
sell, and for St. Paul at that. The foreign 
houses took good-sized biocks of St. Paul, 


the best estimates showing that about 15,000 | 


shares were taken for foreign account. 
Reading, Louisville & Nashville, and Ore- 
gon Transcontinertal also came in for a 
share of this support in a less degree and the 
result of all this was to give a firmer tone to 
the market. But this did not last long. The 
bears did not inteng, that their trump cards 
should lose the 80 at it they went, and, 
using St. Paul as the lever, they forced the 
market down and keptitiower and weak.

CANADIAN INDEPENDENCE 


THE DOMINION LIKELY TO CUT LOOSE 
FROM GREAT BRITAIN. 

She Is Drifting Toward Commercial acd 
Political Union with This Country—Her 
People Think Ketaliation Will Inflict the 
Greatest Damage Upon Uncle Sam—The 
Views of One of the Largest Importers. 

Orrawa, Out., Sept. 12—[New York un.] 
I had a talk last night with one of the larg- 
est importers and exporters of steel ‘rails, 
railroad s and materiais in the United 
States. Alter the interview had been duly 
written out and revised a feeling of uncér- 
tainty and fear overcame the sugject of the 
talk. “The fact is,” he said, the condi- 
uons of public sentiment are so curiously in- 
volved in Canada just now, and my interests 
are so extensive that I am afraid to allow my 
name to be used, thougn I think it may do no 
harm to give publicity of the results of my 
recent experiences. 

“I have within the last ten years brought 
into America ana sent out of the country 
again into Canada materials used in railroad 
construction amounting to over 300,000 tons. 
Iam familiar with the condiuons of the 
trade between the two countries, and par- 
ticularly with that branch of it relating to 
tne transshipment of bonded goods. This 
year I have taken a trip along the Canadian 
Pacific and Grand Trunk Railroads in con- 
nection with business matters of importance. 
I have just arrived in Ottawa after making a 
tour which had occupied two months. Dur- 
ing this time 1 have talked with Canadians 
of all degrees’and conditions, and think that 
I have a fair idea of the general sentiment of 
the country.” 

„What is 1t?” 

in the first place, the recent action of the 
President in the direction of retaliation has 
had the effect of making Canada a nation. 
The change had been growing gradually with 
the people for years, Heretofore, pls 
whom I met referred to themselves as 
glishmen, Scotchmen, or Irishmen. Now 
they speak of themselves only as Canadians. 
When a Scotchman gives up his nationahty 
you may make up your mind that he has 
adopted a new one in earnest. This change 
strikes me as being significant. . 

* Canada can govern herseif without the 
aid of en and has done so with signal 
wisdom. She has a protective tariff inst 
every nation in the worid, England in- 
claded, and she is absolutely independ- 


tent of the mother country in a com- 


mercial. sense. action in bar- 
ring England from the markets of her great- 
est colony was the beginning of the national 
feeling in Canada. Its end will probably be 
a complete separation from England, but 
never a violent one. Once the country is 
thoroughly free from supervision from across 
the sea she will consider the idea of com- 
mercial union. I say this positively, because 
I have found everywhere that the sentiment 
in favor of commercial union is 32 
that people are ae to re that 
there is no sense in having a 4,000 mile cus- 
toms line separating the two countries and 
keeping them rigidly apart when a closer 
connection would be advantageous to both. 
‘* Concerning the retaliation measure itself, 
I believe that Canadians are becoming more 
and more of the opinion that its effect wul 
be unbappy for the United States ana de- 
cidedly favorable to Canada. The Canadian 
Pacific and Grand Trunk Railroads spent 
nearly $1,000,000 in less than three years in 
passing their materials over Americar roads. 
This would be impossible under the proposed 
law as outhned in tne Retaliation bill. Itis 
true that such lines are not built every year, 
but it will not be long before tne roads will 
have to be double tracked, ana the whole 
Northwest of Canada is looking up in such

Nothing in the new retaliatory measures is 
more absurd than the manner in which the 
real culprits are allowed to escape, and your 
best friends here and the buyers and pro- 
ducers of Western and Northwestern Canada 
are cornered and ¢mbarrassed.”’

As regards her religion, no objec- 
tion can be taken; but as to her laws, found- 
ed upon the old code Napoleon 9 7 2 
based upon principles which would not be ac- 
cepted by the States, and in the event of an- 
nexation Quebec would be uired beyond 
doubt to accept the law as it is interpreted 
in the United States. 3 

„Now, looking at this matter from a politi- 
cal point of view, I am bound to say there is 
every reason for the Canadians to wish for 
annexation. The French Canadians form for 
all practical purposes one solid voting power 
on all questions political and in the expend- 
iture of the revenue, which is largely levied 
in Ontario. They manage to «get lor their 
province most of the loaves and fishes. The 
other provinces are divided in the represen- 
tation. There is little affinity between the 
representatives of Ontario and the North- 
west on the one hand and thoge of the mari- 
time provinces on the other. The provinces 
being se as by a wedge by the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, they are separate and alien 
in all things which bind communities into a 
nation.

evidence, 

Plagiarism and naturalization are essen- 
tially different processes. Naturalization has 
been practiced by every poet of note; and by 
most of mem with a readiness and a success 
that indicate neither scruple on their part 
nor disapproval by mankind. The poets have 
all been what Lowell has pronounced Milton 
to bein an exceptional degree—true Attic 
bees who make boot on every lip where there 
is trace of honey. 

Milton himself was habitually and sciep- 
tifically guilty of naturalization. Whether 
in his prose or his verse he seized upon any- 
thing that suited the nature of his own 


genius or added force or beauty to any liter- 


aryscheme. Mr. Lowell points out in his 
review of Masson’s life of the poet that 
“long before Milton” Bishop Hall spoke 
of rhyme almost in the very terms of the 
preface to Paradise Lost. — Morley 
nas pointed out that a comparison of Para- 
dise Lost” with the sacred poems ot tne 
earliest of English singers, the cowhberd, 
Ceedmon, will reveal the source of the sub- 
hme Puritan epic. Milton was in his Cm 
year when a copy of C dmon's sacred poems 
was placed im his hands.

It may well be asked whether a poet who 
finds in a tongue little understood a composi- 
tion organ unadapted for another time, 
another country, performs less than his duty 
to his contemporaries and posterity if he 
does not rescue it from obscurity and by im- 
parsing wo the dead new life out of his own 
magination give back to the world what 
might have remained forever lost. Long- 
fellow naturalized the epic of Finland in so 
noble a manner that its American citizenship 
is invulnerable.

Narrative and Critic:! History of America. 

With the seventh volume, which has re- 
cently been issued, * The Narrative and Crit- 
ical History of America ’’ draws near its close. 
Of the two remaining volumes the first, 
which has not yet been printed, will deal 
with prehistoric America and the Indians, 
while the eighth will contain biographical 
and critical essays and a general index. The 
contents of this iatest volume are: The 
United States of America, 1775-1782: Their 
Political Struggles and Relations with 
Europe, by Edward J. Lowell; The 
Negotiations of 1782-1788, by Joho Jay; The 
Loyalists and Their Fortunec, by George E. 
Ellis; The Confederation, Justin Winsor; 
Ine Constitution of the United States, 
George Ticknor Curtis; History ot Political 
Parties, Alexander Johnston; e Wars of 
the United States, 1780-1850, Thomas Leslie 
Soley; Diplomacy of the United States, 
James B. Angell; Territorial Acquisitions 
and. Divisions, the Editor and Prof. Edward 
Channing.

Manners at least must suffer for a time, and 
the conservative element, which is so useful, 
must be sadly weakened.
